2. Are Miniſters and Elders dili- 
gent in attending their Meetings for 
worſhip and diſcipline, and in bring- 
ing their families with them ? 

3. Do any overcharge themſelves 
with buſineſs to the hindrance of 
their ſervice ? 


4. Are they preſerved in love and 


unity one with another, harmoniouſ- 


ly labouring for the advancement of 


truth, and the ſpreading thereof ? 


5. Are they careful to rule their 
own houſes well, bringing up their 
families in plainneſs of dreſs and lan- 
guage, and in true moderation ; and 
are they good examples in theſe re- 
ſpects themſelves ? 


6. Is care taken tenderly to admo- 
niſh ſuch as appear inconſiſtent in 
miniſtry or conduct? 


7. Are the advices of the Yearly- 
Meeting to Miniſters and Elders, 
read at leaſt once every year, in 
your Monthly and Quarterly Meet- 


ings ? 
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
